Heaven come within the ecliptic boundaries ; twice 

the Suu and twice the Moon. They will happea in the 
following order : 

The firſt is a partial Eclipſe of the Moon, and viſible 
here if the air proves clear; it happens on Monday, Feo. 
25, at night. At tte beginning of the Eclipſe the Moon 
will be vertical in lat. 8 deg. 1om. North, and 39 deg, of 
Eaſt longitude from London, near the Eaſtern coalt of 
Abyſſinia in Ethiopia in Africa. At the middle of the 
Eclipſe ihe will be vertical in lat. 8 deg. North, and long. 
18 deg. 42m. Eaſt from London, which place falls near 
Tamalma in Ethiopia ; ard at the end of the Eclipſe the 
Moon will be vertical over the Gold-Coaſt in Guinea, in 
lat. 7 deg. 48m. North, and long. 1 deg. 38m. Weſt 
from London, From whence we obſerve, that this Eclipſe 
will be viſtble quite through Africa and Europe, and the 
greateſt part of Aſia; but to the inhabitants of North and 
South America the Moon will riſe eclipſed ; Newfound- 
land and the Eaſtern coafis of the Brazils in South Ame- 
rica excepted.

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In the remote Southern parts of the world, this will be 
a very great Eclipſe, for the Sun will be centrally and 
totally eclipſed at 12 at noon, in 46 deg. zom. South 
Latitude, and 98 deg. Eaſt Longitude from London; but 
the time of total darkneſs will be of very ſmall conti- 
nuance, as the apparent diameters of the Son and Moon 
at that time are nearly equal. This Eclipſe will be vi- 
fible to New Holland, and all along the Eaſtern coaſt 
thereof, called new South Wales, which was explored in 
the year 1770, by the late celebrated circumpavigator 
Capt. Cook: On this coaſt is ſituated Botany Bay and 
Port Jackſon. | 

The third is another partial Eclipſe of the Moon, 
on Wedneſday the 21ſt of Auguſt, The Eclipſe begins 
(with reſpect to the meridian of London) at 29 min. 
after 1; and the end is at 17 min. efter 4 in the after- 
noon; digits eclipſed 8? g1' on the Moon's ſouth or lower 
limb. The Moon will not riſe here with us till about 7 
o'clock, conſequently this Eclipſe will be inviſible. At the 
middle time of this Eclipſe, the Moon will be veriical to 
Arnheim's Land, on the Northern coaſt of New Holland, 
about 300 miles to the South-weſt of Endeavour Straits, 
in 11 deg. 14m. of South Latitude, and 136 dep. 40m. 
eaſt Longitude from London; conſequently, this Eclipſe 
will be viſible to all .the unknown touthern parts of the 
world, quite round the pole itſelf ; alſo to New Zealand, ' 
New Holland, and all along the Eaſtern coaſt thereof, 
called New South Wales, which is of 2000 miles extent, 
New Guinea, the Philippine Iſles, thoſe of Malacca, 
2 Sunda, as alſo the New Hebrides and Friendly 
Iſles. 

The fourth and laſt of theſe Eclipſes, is a notable one 
of the Sun, upon Thariday September 5, in the morn- 
ing, viſible in theſe parts if the air prove ſerene and 
f:yourable, and it is the greaceſt Eclipſe of the Sun we 
have had in England ſince that of the iſt of April, 1764. 
The Eclipſe will be firſt teen to begin at the Sun's iſiug, 
near the great Fiſhing Bank of Newfoundland ; the 
central ſhade will firſt take the earth near Hudſon's Straits, 
in the Northern Parts of Hudſon's Bay; from whence 
directing its courſe South Eaſt, it paſſeth over the 
Southern parts of Greenland (leaving Iceland a little 5 
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the North) towards the Weſtern Iſlands; from thence it 
paſſeth over the Northern parts of Scotland, over Den. 
mark, Sweden, and Poland, towards the Caſpian Sea, 
and the Northern parts of Perſia, where it enters the 
Mogul Empire, and there it quits the earth with the ſetting 
Sun. The Moon's apparent diameter at the time of this 
Eclipſe, is leſs than the apparent diameter of the Sun, 
therefore the Eclipſe where central, will not be total; but 
the ſpectators all along the central track will be enter- 
tained with a beautiful ring of light quite round the Sun 
of near half a digit in breadth. The whole penumbra 
leaves the Earth, and the Eclipſe will be ſeen to end with 
the ſetting Sun in the Indian Sea, a little more than 100 
Jeagues from the Southern Coaſt of Arabia, near the 
Iſland of Socctra. 

In the South parts of this Kingdom, the Sun will be 
eclipſed about nine parts and a half out of twelve of the 
Sun's diameter, in more northerly ſituations the defect 
1s greater ; inſomuch, that. in the Nortkern parts of Scot- 
land, where it is annular, it amounts to 11 digits 34m. 
very near ; but the dilatation of the annulus, occaſioned by 
the paſſage of the rays of light through the groſs particles 
of our atmoſphere, will make it appear more than half a 
digit in bread:h. |

Aſtrological Judgments for the Year 1793. 


A I have given you the aſtronomical calculations 
of theſe Eclipſes from accurate and exact tables, 
ſo I will now give you my judgment of the viſible Eclipſes, 
in an aſtrological way, for I am of opinion that an inviſible 
one 1s detrimental to no ſort of perſons whatſoever, 

The firſt of theſe Eclipſes that are viſible to us, is that 
of the Moon, on Feb. 25, at 45 min. paſt 10 at night, 
at which time 18 deg. ot Leo is on the mid-heaven, and 
5 deg. of Scorpio aſcending on the eaſt. Now the eclipſed 
luminary is in 8 deg. of Virgo, near the meridian, and 
will, as I told you before, continueeclipſed 2 hours 42 min, 
The next viſible Eclipſe is a notable and celebrated one 
of the Sun, in 13 deg. of Virgo, on the 5th of Septem- 


ber in the morning; and at the middle time of which, 


zo deg. of Leo is on the medium cceli, and 13 deg. of 
Scorpio aſcending. The duration of this remarkable 
Eelipſe is more than 3 hours, which will be ſo many 
years in its effedts, as an hour denotes one year. Now 
Mercury is the chief ruler of theſe Eclipſes, they being 
both celebrated in his domal dignities; and our great 
maller Ptolomy ſaith, that when Mercury rules alone, he 
cauſeth quick and crafty actions on the ſtage of the world; 
excites men to much ſubtility; the death, or miſerable 
ſtate of ſome Prince, high winds, great robbing both by 
ſea and land, ſhipwrecks at ſea, and hereſies in religion 
are ſignified thereby. Theſe Eclipſes fall in a Square to 
the Horoſccpe of Spain: Moſt wonderful it is to obſerve 
how the arrows of Heaven are levelled againſt that king- 
dom and nation, and have been ever ſince the year 1789. 
What can we pronounce leſs than that oppreſſion and 
miſery are the conſtant attendants of that Popiſh and for. 
faken Nation. Thus much for the Eclipſes, Now I pro-

In this tropical in- 
preſs the Moon is in the 7th in conjunction with Jupiter, 
ib & of Het ; Mars and Mercury are in G in the 2d 
and Saturn on the cuſp of the aſcendant.
